Lut this provision shall not prevent 
th e prompt delivery of special de­ 
livery mail. 
“Under this law you will close the 
general delivery, 
carriers’ 
v T d o w s 
and lock boxes and discontinue all 
deliveries by 
carriers 
on Sunday. 
Yon will no*»\ however, that special 
delivery mail is excepted and foil will 
thorefore arrange to have on duty a 
sufficient force to handle this mail 
m atter promptly. 
“The departm ent desires to reduce 
Sunday work to the minimum, so that 
as many of the employes as possible 
may enjoy a complete day of rest on 
Sunday.

No exception is made in 
any class of mail except th at bearing 
a special delivery stamp. 
“The postoffice appropriation bill is 
already law, the president having af­ 
fixed his signature to the measure, 
and the postoflice officials ha\© al­ 
ready mailed thousands of letters di­ 
recting that the postoffices be closed 
every week from midnight Saturday 
until the sam e hour Sunday r ght.

The first is an old double v (vv); 
the next is one in which the last stroke 
of the first v crosses the first stroke of 
the second, and the third is the com­ 
mon w we use today.

The I nited States department of 
agriculture has been conducting elab­ 
orate experiments to ascertain the 
value of street sweepings as a ferti­ 
lizer. J. J. Skinner and J. II. Beattie 
of the bureau of soils tried samples 
collected in various ways upon wheat, 
corn and radishes and 
found 
that 
hand sweepings were best, but not 
nearly so good as well-rotted stable 
manure; 
that 
machine 
sweepings 
were about one-third as good as hand 
and that decomposed sweepings were 
Uimost useless. 
The reason for this was that the 
sweepings contained much lubricating 
oil. 
The experimenters made 
tests 
of sweepings from which the oil had 
been extracted and found that both 
hand and machine sweepings pro­ 
duced as good results as stable ma­ 
nure, whilo the decomposed 
sweei>- 
ings were not far behind. 
The department issues a bulletin 
w'arning farmers and gardeners that 
sweepings from which the oil has not 
been extracted will eventually impair 
the productiveness 
of 
soil, 
unless 
through drainage the oily material is 
drained off or changed.

Dragon Fly, Preserved for Centuries, 
Is a Most Remarkable Natural 
Curiosity. 


Flies in amber are not uncommon, 
but a dragon fly, almost perfect, is 
unique. 
The piece of amber with its 
large insect Imperishably imprisoned 
was pre sented a few’ weeks ago to ¡ñi 
English statesman by a rich Russiau 
merchant. 
The piece is remarkable for its size 
and tho purity of its transparent yel­ 
low, but more especially for this in­ 
sect 
it 
contains. 
This 
particular 
dragon 
fly 
flitted about over the 
marshes of what geologists call the 
tertiary period, tens or hundreds of 
thousands of years ago, and was en­ 
gulfed by the resin that flowed from a 
pine tree. 
This resin, in the course 
of ages, turned to the stone that we 
now call amber. 
Several 
thousand 
species of fossil insects have been 
found in amber but this is one of the 
finest ever seen.

Soap From Plants. 
The horse-chestnut is a plant that 
contains the saponine principle in a 
marked degree, and it is said that In 
out-of-the-way parts of the European 
continent the fruit of that tree is still 
used in the simple state for washing 
clothes and other articles, 
la Bpain 
and Italy, however, there grows a 
plant which is believed by some to 
have been one of those most used by 
the ancients in their early attempts 
at soap-making. 
This is the Gypso 
phyla struthium, a plant of the same 
family as the soapwort. 
Both Theo­ 
phrastus 
and 
Pliny 
mention ‘ this 
struthium as the soap plant most in 
use in early times, and Linneaeus and 
Beckmann in later days have confirm­ 
ed the opinion that the plant now 
used in Italy and Spain is identical 
with that referred to by the ancient 
scientists.
